Raging Torrents 
In Streets After 
Heavy Downpour

lowlands a stream covered Grand 
avenue 
to two 
feet 
deep 
from 
Twelfth to Eleventh street while 
the 
street 
between 
Thirteenth 
street to about 20 feet from Six­ 
teenth street was about a foot and 
a half deep. 
These 
waters 
continued 
their 
journey to Stewart avenue where 
the 
torrent 
took 
away 
a 
small 
wooden bridge. 
The water there 
was more than four feet deep. The 
waters 
reached 
from 
Twelfth 
street to Ninth street and at the 
Ninth street crosing at Stewart it 
was two and a half feet deep. 
The 
Aorrent 
continued to Park 
and 
Sneed 
streets 
where 
waters 
from the south part of town from 
Sixteenth 
street 
north 
joined 
in 
and 
rushed 
on its 
way 
across 
Broadway thence 
to 
Sixth 
street 
across 
through 
a drainage 
ditch, 
thence west and crossing Barrett 
avenue at Fifth street where the 
water was nearly three feet deep 
and rushing on with great speed. 
Many home owners in this section 
reported their basements flooded to 
four and five feet deep, and some 
of the smaller houses in the Stew'- 
art and 
Twelfth street 
neighbor­ 
hood looked 
like 
floating house­ 
boats. 
Sixteenth street at Sneed avenue 
was only a foot deep and several 
low' places between this place and 
Engineer avenue w*ere about the 
same. 
At Ingram avenue the heavy 
rains 
washed 
considerable 
gravel 
across the pavement. 
On 
Engineer 
avenue 
between 
Thirteenth 
street 
and 
Fifteenth 
street w'as a small river rushing to 
the east. 
At Fifteenth street the 
waters 
started their eastern trip 
and for several blocks the street 
looked like Little Blue in Kansas 
City . 
Main street between Missouri and 
Grand avenue had another torrent 
and basements from Third street to 
Second street between Missouri and 
Grand 
avenue 
were 
filled 
with 
water. 
It will be remembered by older 
residents of Sedalia that along Mis­ 
souri and Harrison avenues from 
Broadway there wms marshy lands 
and a small river which in recent 
y ears has been done away with be­ 
cause 
of 
sewers. 
These 
sewrers 
were too small to take care of the 
downpour and the two streets were 
turned into deep streams. 
With the exception of Engineer 
and Fifteenth street and Broadway 
and Park and Stewart and Twelfth 
street the water receded within a 
few hours after the heavy rains 
which lasted 
up until 
10 o’clock 
Saturday night. 
Thrilling experiences 
by 
daring 
automobile drivers, who attempted 
to cross the water at places where 
waters were swiftest and deepest 
soon found themselves in the mid­ 
dle and had to be towed out by 
other motorists. 
There was only one place where 
t lie drivers refused to go and this 
wras at Stewart avenue and Twelfth 
street. 
One driver attempted and 
stalled in the middle and his car 
was damaged before it could be 
pulled out. 
The water raised above 
the floor boards and 
the muddy 
water soaked the upholstering. 
A 
Mr. 
Braden 
residing 
near 
Georgetown, w'ho was driving his 
Chevrolet touring car wrnst on Mor­ 
gan street 
drove across highway 
No. 65 and into the negro ball park 
during the dow'npour of rain. 
He was unable to see the high­ 
way and w’hen he found himself in 
the park it w*as too late to attempt 
to get his car out. 
It was buried 
in mud up to its hubs. 
Creeks Ou t o f Ban ks. 
W. R. Neas, driver for the Fred 
Harvey Bus Line, reported Satur­ 
day night on his arrival here that 
ir. had not rained south of Lincoln 
up until 7 o’clock Saturday night. 
<‘But upon my arrival at Lincoln 
it started to rain and it rained as 
it never rained before. It was the 
hardest rain I have experienced in 
this neighborhood and I have lived 
in and around Lincoln nearly all my 
life. 
“The rain was so hard that It 
beat the road dowm, and I believe 
it will be in good condition Sunday 
providing little traffic 
goe3 over it 
during the night,” he said.

But it has been the sorry experience of 
the ages that intolerance and prejudice 
grow out of ignorance, which is but an­ 
other way of saying that intolerance and 
prejudice grow out of misunderstanding. 
It is human nature for men to accept 
superficial evidences of fact without at­ 
tempting to learn the fact, 
ihis is one 
of the primary causes of misunderstand­ 
ing. Another, no less important, is an un­ 
willingness to search out the truth and to 
recognize the truth when it is found. 
Misunderstanding between men arouses 
suspicions, prejudices, hatreds and those 
quarrels which lead to murders and wars. 
Nations are as much given to it as are in­ 
dividuals. 
It is better to see in the average man 
his virtues as well as sins. 
He cannot be 
all bad. 
But it is human to want to be­ 
lieve that one’s

when be' is bad at all. 
loo often the. 
dark er aspects of his life are accepted as 
denoting his whole character. 
Such an 
attitude inevitably gives vigorous support 
to misunderstanding. 
There is the dispo­

Understanding is the cure for misun­ 
derstanding. 
Dignity, pride and the con­ 
ceptions of what is high or moral are of­ 
fended more times than not when no of­ 
fense was intended.

the sordid enterprise- 
Others are in exile, afraid to return. 
“Lik e a Greek tragedy the story has 
been unfolded. 
For a time right seemed 
feeble and helpless. 
Sinclair, Fall and 
their gang were strongly entrenched. Fall 
was Harding's friend and Harding was 
president. , Harry M. Daugherty was at­ 
torney general. 
Harding died and Cool- 
idge ask ed for Daugherty’s resignation.” 
Once the 
machinery 
got 
into 
gear, 
friends abandoned these men and public 
opinion turned against them. 
They have 
lost more than 
wealth, 
they 
have lost 
reputation. 
Sinclair fought doggedly and 
bitterly. 
His counsel was of the ablest. 
In the last analysis, his wealth did not 
suffice to stave off the most dreaded pun­ 
ishment— imprisonment. 
Sinclair in jail is a salutary condition- 
Men who would put the law at naught are 
given an object lesson. 
They .can not buy 
their way through the courts- 
Sinclair is 
chastened for all that he strive to main­ 
tain a front. 
So are others who were al­ 
lied to him. 


BOUNDS OF GOVERNM ENT 


From Nation’s Business. 
What are the functions of government? 
No more important question presses up­ 
on the American public for answer. 
It is 
not merely the problem of government as 
against individual ownership. 
It includes 
the whole question of supervision of busi­ 
ness by government. 
We accept the regu­ 
lation of public utilities but what k ind 
of regulation? 
Orators have 
told 
us that our public 
school system was the back bone of Amer­ 
ican greatness and we have sat nodding 
our heads in approval. 
But how many of 
us have ask ed ourselves this question: 
How far shall government go? Shall 
education through high school, university 
and professional school be provided by 
the state and city for all its population or 
shall we draw a line and say: “Public 
high schools yes; public universities, no.” 
A few decades ago public high schools 
were fought in American cities on the 
ground that there should be no education 
of the few at the expense of the many; 
that the city which taught its children to 
read, write and cipher had done its lull 
duty. 
If the government educates our chil­ 
dren how far shall it go in supervising 
their health? 
If it exercises the right— 
and who would question that right— of 
k eeping out of school a child with a com­ 
municable disease, shall it not correct 
defects which affect only the child itself, 
defective eye-sight and neglected teeth? 
We accept that it is a function of gov­ 
ernment to supply us with water but not 
milk . 
On the other hand we accept a 
government supervision of the quality of 
milk * 
If milk why not clothes? 
Some of 
us perhaps can tell diluted milk who 
could not tell diluted wool or silk or cot­ 
ton. 
Questions so easy to ask , so hard to 
answer.
